RICHMOND, &c. 

WHEREAS by an Aa of Parliament palled on Ihe thirteenth of Auguft in 
the Forty-feventh Year of His prefent Majclty's Reign, intituled, “ An AH for in- 
creafing the ALlitia of Ireland under certain limitations and reftriffions,” it is 
Enaaed, Fhat within Sk Months after the paffing of the laid Aa there llmll bo 
raked and levied m the leveral Counties, Counties of Cities, and Counties of Towns 
refpeaively in Ireland, a number of private Militia Men, equal to One-half of the 
Quota or Eltablifliment fpccified in an AH made in the Parliament of Ireland in 
the TTiirty-fifth Tear of His prefent Majefty’s Reign, intituled, '< An Aa to explain 
« Thirty-third Year of the Reign of His prefent 

Majefty, intituled. An Aa for amending and reducing into Oiie Ad of Parlia- 
ment the Laws relating to the Militia in Ireland.” 



AND WHEREAS it is in the faid firft recited Aa further Enkaed, That the 
-Uen necefiai-y to be raifed for the Purpofe of the faid Ad Ihould be procured in 
the femal Counties, Counties of Cities, and Counties of Towns in Ireland, either 
by Ballot, m manner direded by the laid Ad and the feveral Ads in force in 
Ireland relating to the Militia, or by enrolling and receiving Volunteers in manner 
tlircaed by an Ad of the Forty-fourth Year of His prefent Majefty’s Rekn in- 
tituled, “ An Aa for impowering His Majefty to direa the Augmentation of’ His 
Mihtia Forces in Ireland to an extent tlterein mentioned, as the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the Time being iliall by 
and with the Advice of His Majefty’s Privy Council in Ireland, dired and appoint 
yany Order or Proclamation to be iffued for that purpofe, fpecifying the feveral 
ounties, Counties of Cities, and Counties of Towns in which fuch Ballot fliall 
a It , or for which inch Men lhall be railed by the enrolling and receiving Voliin 
teers reljieaively. ° 

AND WHEREAS it appears to Us after due enquiry made and deliberations 
■ lereupon had, that it will be the moft certain and ef&aual mode of carrying the 
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^^rpofes of the faid recited Ad into execution, to order and dired that the mode 
of procuring the Men neceflary to be raifed in the feveral Counties, Counties of 
Cities, and Counties of Towns in Ireland, fliall be by Ballot. 

NOW We the Lord Lieutenant General and General Governor of Ireland, 
by and with the Advice of His Majefty’s Moft Honourable Privy Council, do 
hereby order, dired and appoint that the Men neceffary to be raifed for tire pur- 
pofes of the faid Ad of the Forty-ieventh Year of His prefent Majefty’s Reign, 
in the feveral Counties, Counties of Cities, and Counties of Towns in Ireland, 
fliall be procured in all and every of the feveral Counties, Counties of Cities, and 
Counties of Towns in Ireland by Ballot, in the manner direded by the faid Ad 
and the feveral Ads in force in Ireland relating to the Militia.
